As ^ entered ti^e theater, X wae told by Oet. -ichn Tonej that the suspect 
w-.iE in the balcony. I went to the balconj and searched the sen arii vcmen'e 
restrooms on my wa- up there. » patrolman tmrn with ae, but X did not know his 
name. 

As X went into the baiconj- I asked th< projectionist to turn on the house 
li«hta. '*e ! tht lights were turned on I noticed several people up there. By 
this tiae there were aeveril other patrolaen in the baloonv, one w is C. i . Bentley, 
Jr., whoa X told to search all of the people in the balcony and get their naoes. 

After thl£, X >tent back to the lower floor. JUst as I entered the low 
floor I saw ^atrolman iicDonald fighting with this suspect. 1 sow this suspect 
pull a pistol froa his shirt, so 1 went to 'atroljaan ifcDonald'e aid iiomediately.
